Interesting Events: 

Approximately 40 people were evacuated from an air conditioning and heating equipment 
manufacturing facility after an employee failed to close a valve on a process vessel, resulting in 
the release of 50 gallons of trichloroethylene (TCE). The substance flowed into a secondary 
containment structure and was cleaned up by facility staff and fire department personnel. One 
employee suffered from respiratory irritation and was taken to a local hospital for treatment.
